It was under his thumb, politically speak­ 
ing, and while thousands of its citizens did not 
like Pendergast, or the political methods which he 
pursued, and did not subscribe to the rule of the 
machine, there did not seem to be anything they 
could do about it. 
Literally he had the town by 
the hair and he was supreme. 
Men were afraid 
to oppose him. 
Thousands of men and women, 
who wanted to smash the Pendergast machine at 
the polls, grew weary of the fight and gave up in 
despair. 
Even a great and powerful newspaper, 
which The Kansas City Star is, could not seem­ 
ingly make a dent in the armor of the organiza­ 
tion which Tom Pendergast built. 
Now it is in ruins. 
Regardless of the outcome 
of the trial of the indictment returned against 
Pendergast on fhe charge of evading income tax 
returns he is a whipped man. 
For more than two

m H E S E are strange developments in America.

munities they serve. 
One thing that should be made note of in the 
report of the fire marshal is the high percentage 
of loss in farm fires. There were 459 of these dur­ 
ing the year, and of these 29 9 represented total 
loss amounting to $635,725. 
This seems to be en­ 
tirely too high. 
There is every probability, however, that this 
w ill be materially cut down as times goes on. More 
rapidly than previously equipment is being ob­ 
tained for the purpose of fighting rural fires, and 
this should have the effect of reducing the loss on 
the farms of the state. 
More districts should be 
organized, however, for the cost w ill be far more 
than offset by the saving.
